Middle ^astt At a ehanee naetlag In a club, Ihe r oviet 
Second Secretary approached an American diplomat and mentioned a 
dinner invitation, but the American countered with an invitation 
of his own, inviting tho ‘'evict 3rd Secretary also. An American 
secretary also attended the dinner and was driven hone by the Soviets. 
The Second Secretary extended another dinner invitation to the Americans 
a week later, but his wife was ill and they did not attend. Another 
meeting for drinks was accortnlished some time later. 

September 1952. Middle r astt A Soviet 3rd Secretary invited an Anetican 
diplomat and his wife to a reciprocal dinner at his homo.-- The Soviets 
had enough f od to feed about IP people, although only 4 persons 
woro involved. Although the American questioned the Soviet about 
his family, education and work it r/as interesting to note that the 
Soviet made no attempt to ply the American with tho same questions. 

The Soviet filled two large sized water glasses to the brin with vodka 
and proposed drinking them down without stopping, but this idea back- 
fired in that he got sick himself. The only probing done by the 
Soviet was to ask the difference between the consular and diplomatic 
services of the OS and a question as to the State f*on which tho 
American comes. 

July l?52, Middle Easts At a reception at the French ^inbassy on 
Bastille Day, the Soviet 2nd Secretary stated he would like to have 
a drink with an American diplomat some day °nd soe his horses. He 
said that he would enjoy a ride. A Soviet attache expressed an 
interest in a snipe hunting ground and intimated that he would enjoy 
a good shoot. 

July 1952. t-H.ddle ^aati At a Fourth of July celebration, the Soviet 
Assistant Military Attache was quite affable and took delight in 
teaching an American diplomat a number of Russian words. He said he 
would try to get the Americans seme •'fine Russian caviar” providing 
hS did not run the risk of trouble. There was a noticeable lack 
of •pumping" at this reception. 

January 1952. Western Europe t A Soviet Military Attache invited two 
American diplomats to lunch at his apartment. He approached them 
at an official function, and the invitation was extended with no app- 
arent purpose behind it. Hr* luncheon was of a very high quality, 
with an obvious effort being made to impress the American visitors 
with the degree of Soviet "culture", Each time the Americans attempted 
to switch the conversation from generalities to politics, the Soviets 
refused the belt. 

January 1952. Western Europe » At the same official function cited 
above, the Soviet TTaval Attache Invited two American diplomats to his 
ho~e for dinner. A fine dinner of many courses including excellent 
Hussion white and red vines mas served. After dinner tho party listened 
to Russian music, and tho Soviets taught the Africans two simple 
Russian card games. They did not try to urge any drinking and wore most 
gracious hosts. 
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30. June 1952. Western Europe i At a cocktail party Riven by a South 
American diplomat, the Soviet 1st Secretary asked an American dlo- 
lccaat to "have lunch ono of these days". 

31. June 1952. Western Hemisphere i During tho course of a luncheon at 
a hotel, a Soviet Assistant Military Attache roq^noted that he he 
admitted to a government hospital for treatment of a headache. 

This is the first time in three years tint any Soviet or A.rtellite 
reuresentative has made such a request. 

32. September 1952. Western Hemisphere » Daring a diplomatic reception, 
two Soviet Assistant Military Attaches made a great effort' to greet 
a US official. 

33. February 1952. Western flendspherq * At an official reception, tho Soviet 
Assistant Military Attache in a conversation with an American official 
stated that he had enjoyed an evening snont at the home of another 

US official, and expressed a desire, in a round-about way, to see the 
hone of this American. He a3ked if it is Possible for Americans to 
visit Mm at his home. 

At another recent ion some norths later tho same Soviets again 
expressed their nleasure at being entertained by. an American and 
rei tors ted their desire to visit the home of this US official. 

34. August 1952. Western Hemisphere i A conversation between an American 
official end a Soviet Military Attache, who was extremely cordial, 
centered around the latter’s recent trio to Moscow. During this 
conversation, the Soviet Air Attache made a ooint of introducing 
himself, a somewhat unusual occurrence. The occasion was a dip- 
lomatic reccotion. 

35. Juno 1952. Western Homlspherg t Upon leaving an official function, 

the Soviet Acting Military Attache after indicating that his colleague 
should walk ahead, turned to an American official end stated that 
he had never been received in a friendli n r manner by the Americans 
and inouired whether they would accent an invitation to his home 
for cocktails. 

36. December. 52. Europe > A Soviet Counselor called an American diplomat 
and made an appointment to soo him the next day in his office. 

Hothing soecific transpired beyond discussion of generalities and 

an invitation to dinner soon. The Soviet accented the loan of two 
conies of "Business Week" and promised to bring the American soma 
reading material. 

37. March 52. Europe t A Soviet Counselor, who has the reputation of 
being friendly to Western diplomats, acco’-nanied an AneMcan official 
to an exhibition. They drove the American ^ car, taking another Soviet 
with them. The Counselor was very friendly and insisted uoon buying 
the lunch. He expressed s wish that they become "good friends per- 
sonally as well as officially.
